POLYGAMISTS PARDONED. 


A Proclamation of Amnesty—Some 
Washington Gossip. 

Washington, September 27.—The president 
has issued a proclamation granting full am- 
nesty and freedom to all persons who have 
violated the Edmunds act against polygamy. 

The United States has not signified its 
intentions with regard to the Pan-American 
monetary conference praposed by Mexico, 
and this, with the delay of other govern- 
ments tg send answers to the invitations, 
will cause the postponement of the meeting 
which was set for next month. It is proba- 
ble that this government will decline the 
invitation. 

The plans submitted for the gigantic rail- 
way bridge across the Delaware river to 
connect Philadelphia with Camden, N. J., 
have been approved by the war department, 
the only change required being in the loca- 
tion of the draw. The drawbridge is to be 


built by the Pennsylvania Railroad Compa- 


ny; whose chief engineer, Mr. Brown, pre- 
pared the plans. It will be high enough to 
permit the passage of ferry boats at any 
point. The draw will accommodate ships 
with the tallest masts. This bridge will 
give through rail connection to the sea- 
shore and New Jersey towns. Work will 
commence within a year. 

For the first time in several months ali 
the prominent officials from Secretary Car- 
lisle down, are on deck” in the treasury 
department.

INTERNAL REVENUE RECEIPTS: 


The Withdrawal of Whisky from Bond 
Caused a Large Increase. 

Washington, September 27. Commissioner 
Miller has prepared a statement showing 
in detail the collections of internal revenue 
taxes for the past two months. The aggre- 
gate is stated to be $61,924,878 against $25,- 
092,304 for the corresponding period of 1893, 
as follows: Spirits, $39,705,000, an increase 
of $26,468,000; tobacco, $5,024,000, an increase 
of $655,450; fermented liquors, $6,837,000, a de- 
crease of $310,877, and miscellaneous, $38,- 
995, an increase of 315,842. Of the $39,705,000 
collected from spirits $36,693,000 was on 
whisky alone, showing that in two months 
nearly 40,000,000 gallons of whisky were 
taken out of bond in anticipation of the in- 
creased tax.. It is estimated that the 
monthly consumption of whisky -in the 
United States is 8,000,000 gallons, so that 
dealers have.on hand a supply of several 
months, which, until it is exhausted, will 
not necessitate further withdrawals from 
bond and this will not bring internal reve- 
nue receipts up to their normal figure before 
December or _ January next.

Since 1880 Government Detectives 
Have Been Looking for ee 
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FOUND AT AN AUCTION OF OLD BOOKS 


——— 


He Has Changed So Much That a Former 
Friend Hardly Recotgnis:d Him 
inthe Dried Up Ola Man. 


New York, September 27.—Captain Henry 
W. Howgate, formerly chief of the weather 
bureau in Washington, D. C., and who has 
been a fugitive from justice since the 
winter of 1880-831, was arrested today at 
10 o’clock on Ninth street between Broad- 
way and Fourth avenue by Detective A. L. 
Drummond, of this city, acting for J. Sterl- 
ing Morton, secretary of agriculture at 
Washington. 

Howgate was not only chief, but disburs- 
ing officer of the weather bureau. His em- 
bezzlement, forgeries and larcenies,..it is 
alleged, aggregated $70,000 at least. He 
was an Officer of the regular army and be- 
ing a genial, whole-souled man, had hosts 
of friends. There are seven indictments 
hanging over Howgate, each bontaining a 
number of counts. 

Howgate was arrested in 1881 but escaped 
from an afficer who had him in charge on 
a visit to his home. He disappeared and 
has not since been seen and identified by 
any United States officers. He was known 
to have left Washington with a woman, 
not. his wife. He had a family at that 
time. He now has a daughter, who lives 
at Newburyport, Mass. The woman with 
whom he fled from Washington has long 
since left him. Howgate was, when he 
fled from Washington, an active, black- 
haired man in the prime of life. He is 
now sixty years old, bent and broken and 
with gray hair and beard. 

Though the United States officers have 
been hunting all over the United States 
for Howgate, he has been living quietly’ 
here in New York city as a dealer in 
second-hand books. His place of business 
was at No. 80 Fourth avenue, in a base- 
ment. He has had cards prifited béaring 
the name of “Harry Williams,“ and by 
that name he has for years been known 
to the book trade of this and other cities. 
Howgate’s cards announced that he dealt 
in “old magazines, reviews and periodi- 
cals.“ His residence was at No. 19 West 
Tenth street, where he had “bachelor lodg- 
ings” and kept a large amount of stock for 
his store. 

Detectives hunted the continent over for 
Howegate, but without success. Four 
months ago Drummond learned that How- 
gate was in the book business in this city 
or Brooklyn. A systematic hunt of all 
the book stores In the two cities was made. 
It was believed that de was an employe, as 
no bookseller named Howgate was known 
to the trade. Whenever any of Drum- 
rond’s agents learned that a man resemb- 
ling Howgate in appearance had been found 
in a book store that employe was shadowed. 
His acquaintance was formed and his 
private life was fathomed by conversation. 

How They Found Him. 

A week ago Drummond tried the plan of 
haunting book sales auction rooms. It was 
a happy thought. A clerk from the war de- 
partment in Washington who Knew Huw- 
gate made the rounds of the book auction 
rcoms every day. On Monday the clerk 
saw Howgate enter an auction room on 
Broadway near Tenth street. The clerk 
was not certain, however, as Howgute had 
changed. From a man weighing upwards 
of 190 pounds he has grown to be a dried-up 
old man of about 145 pounds. The clerk 
went again to the book sale on Tuesday 
and entered into ccnversation with How- 
gate. From Howgate’s manner of speaking 
the clerk was certain that he stood before 
the fugitive at last. 

Drummond took the midnight train for 
Washington on Tuésday and yesterday got 


a bench warrant from Judge Bingham, of 


the supreme court. He returned this morn- 
ing. When Howgate was arrested he re- 
marked quietly: “I know when 1 am 
beaten.’’ The detective and his prisoner 
got on board a Fourth avenue car and 
went to the federal building. United States 
Commissioner Shields turned the case over 
to United States Commissſonef Alexander. 

United States District Attorney Wallace 
McFarlane appeared for the government. 
Howgate had no counsel. Howgate was ar- 
raigned on the nominal charge, made in 
the Washington indictments in 1879, of ob- 
taining $2,500 on a forged receipt from H. 
D. Sawyer in July, 1879. 

“You understand this charge?“ 
Commissioner Alexander. 


asked 


„Oh, yes,” said Howgate, with a feeble 
smile. “It is one of the old series I sup- 
pose. 

„This,“ said the commissioner, “is an 


application to hold you in order that a 
warrant may be obtained from a United 
States district judge so that you may be 
taken to Washington. Do you dem&nd an 
examination?” 

“No, no. I waive an examination and J 
identity,“ said the old mat. 
“There is no object in delay.’’ 

„Ball fixed at $10,000," said the commis- 
sioner, 

“There is another charge,“ said United 
States District Attorney McFarlane, “Here 
is another charge of embezzling the sum 
of $34,000.’’ 

“Same bail fixed for that—$10,000,” 
the commissioner. 

(Howgate said he could not give bail and 
he was taken to Ludlow street jail, pending 
advices from Washington.

When Jackson 
reached his majority he came into posses- 
sion of $30,000. He began to drink heavily, 
and in fact went all the gaits. It was dur- 
ing the summer of 1882 that he spent some 
time at Tate Springs, a popular summer 
resort, and it was tre that he met Miss 
Small. It was a e of love at firm 
sight, and on Aug ust Sth they were made 
man and wife. 

Soon after the ceremony they came to 
Knoxville. where they resided during the 
winter of 1892-98. If Jackson's gait could 
have been called speedy before it now be- 
came doubly so. He drank, heavily, fre- 
quented gambling houses, where he never 
failed to lose, and had a high time in gen- 
eral, seeming to care little for the reputa- 
tion of himself or his family. This con- 
tinued until the spring of 1893, when he 
awoke one fine morning to find that he was 
practically penniless. it was then that his 
wife returned to her parents and some 
months after ä little daughter was bern to 
her.

MEETING oF WHISKY MEN.

They Grande ag the Western Dis- 
tributors’ Association. 
Cincinnati, O., Septmber The large 
western distributors Of spirits ami whisky 
met in this city today. Among the delegates 
present were the following: Henry Schwa- 
backer and Frank Corning, of Peoria; 
John Ross, St. Louls; A. W. Weller, Louis- 
vile; P. E. Iler, Omaha; George Mayer, 
Terre Haute; P. J. Burganthal, Milwaukee, 
and about twenty-five representatives of 

the local trade. 

The delegates organized as the Western 
Distributors’ Association, electing Frank 
Corning, of Peoria, president, and George 
Deiter, of Cincinnatl, geeretary. While the 
representatives of the western distributors 
are all members of the Distilling and Cat- 
tle Feeding Company, the meeting had no 
official connection with what is popularly 
known as tHe whisky trust. 

The false reports and rumors circulated 
of late have caused @ feel among the 
trade that there must #e-umity of feeling 
and unity of action: to protect their com- 
mon interests, and whether or not the his- 
ky trust is reorgani there are certain 
modifications which be made to sat- 
isfy the trade. It is an open secret that 
there are many important ‘actors within 
the trust who disapprove of many acts of 
the so-called trust, but Wh are powerless 
to effect reforms under the present condi- 
tion of affairs. 

The rebate voucher system which has 
been adhered to by the trust up to the pres- 
ent time has. been the cause of much con- 
tention among customers, not so much on 
account of the 7 cents rebate as the length 
of time the rebate is withheld. Customers 
who approve of selling on a $1.33 basis, 
at which price they have a clear profit of 
7 cents per gallon, think that the present 
time, six months, is entirely too long tv 
leave their money in the hands of the com- 
pany and ask a shortening of time if not a 
reduction in rebate. Others believe that the 
rebate should be reduced to 2 cents per 
gallon and the time of payment contracted 
to ninety days, if not less, Others demand 
that no rebate be exacted by the company, 
but that the goods be sold flat at $1.26 per 
gallon. The clamoring of the trade makes 
it imperative that some modifications be 
made by the company and it is known that 
the western distributors have taken action 
looking toward a redress of grievances,, but 
no official action can be taken before the 
matter is brought directly before the trus- 
tees or submitted to a stockholders’ meet- 
ing. 


REDUCING THE WAGES. 


Carnegie Company Give Notice to 
Their Workmen of a Cat Down. 
Pittsburg, Pa., September 27.—The Car- 
negie Steel Company, limited, today gave 
notice to its 5,000 workmen employed at the 
Edgar Thomson steel works and furnaces 
at Braddock, of a desire to terminate its 
sliding wage scale contract with them, A 
new scale is proposed, which, it is said, 
will make reductions on all classes of work 
except common laborers. The posted no- 
tices contain the information that the com- 
pany will be ready to present the new 
scale for the consideration of the men by 
November 15th. It is to go into effect Janu- 
ary 1, 1895. The reason given for the pro- 
posed wage reduction is that the company 
cannot continue to pay the present rate of 
wages, owing to the depressed condition of 
trade brought about by the tariff uncer- 
tainty. The notices were a disagreeable 

surprise to the workmen. 


FIRED ONLY FOUR SHOTS,

Fuller Was Acquitted.

They Are Too Slow. 


JAPS ‘USE QUICK-FIRING GUNS 


They Sail All Around the Enemy, 
Displaying Fine Seamanship. 


KEEPING. AT A SAFE DISTANCE 


The Naval Battle of Yalu Was Fought 
by Two Groups of Ships, as 
It Were. 


London, September 7.— The Times tomor- 
row will publish a dispat@h from its cor- 
respondent at Che-Foo, China, who sends 
an account of the naval battle at Yula, 
furnished by a naval officer who was pres- 
ent. The account is mainly a repetition 
of previous reports, but adds that the con- 
cussion of the first discharge of the guns 
of the Ting-Yuen threw everybody off the 
bridge of the ship. The Japanese ships ap- 
peared in columns or divisions, the line 
ahead of the divisions being disposed 
abeam. Coming closer they tried to form 
a line abreast. The Chinese ships started 
in a sectional line abreast at a rate of speed 
of seven knots an hour. As they came 
nearer the Japanese appeared to form in 
& quarter line, to which the Chinese re- 
plied by turning two points to the star- 
board, thus keeping their bows toward the 
enemy. Approaching within 4,400 yards, 
the whole Japanese fleet seemed to turn 
eight points to port, thereby forming a sin- 
gle line ahead and steaming across the 
Chinese line turned its starboard wing. 

The Chinese were unable to keep pace 
with the enemy, and endavored to follow 
their movements by keeping bow on them 
as the Japanese ships circled around, main- 
taining the while a heavy bombardment. 
The Japanese fleet that kept in ‘the thick 
of the fight consisted of six ships of the 
Yuen class. The Japanese ships having 
completed one circle, hauled off to a dis- 
tance of 8,000 yards and went through an 
evolution with the object of separating into 
two divisions, the first consisting of seven 
of their best known and swiftest cruisers, 
and the second of five inferior ships which 
stood off some distance. The battle thus 
arranged itself into two groups, four Chi- 
nese cruisers becoming engaged with the 
second division, while two ironclads, ‘the 
Chen-Yuen and Ting-Yuen, attacked the 
first division. The fighting of the second 
division was irregular and difficult to fol- 
low. It ended in the Japanese disappearing 
in the direction of Hai-Yung-Tao. The first 


Japanese division carried on the fight with’ 


the ironclads by circling around at a dis- 
tance of 4,500 yards, the Chen-Yuen and 
Ting-Yuen keeping together, following the 
enemy’s movements in a smaller circle, 
the whole evolution taking a sptral form. 
Occasionally: the distance between the op- 
posing ships was reduced to 2,000° yards 
and once to 1,200 yards, The Japanese almed 
at keeping a long distance away so as to 
avail themselves of their superior speed 
and make the most of their quick-firing 
guns, which vastly excelled the Chinese 
guns. The object of the Chinese was to 
come to close quarters so as to use their 
slow-firing guns of large caliber with full 
effect. 
Ships Set on Fire. 

The firing continued between the Chinese 
ironclads and the Japanese first. division 
until nearly 5 o’clock in the afternoon. The 
quick-firing guns gave the latter an im- 
mense advantage, scattering showers of 
splinters, occasionally setting the Chinese 
ships 6n fire and riddling everything that 
was not protected by armor. 

During the action, one of the smaller 
Japanese ships was seen with her propeller 
out of the water and her bow nearly under. 
Another was seen to be on fire, enveloped 
in flames and apparently sinking. 

The Yoshima and Matsusima were burn- 
ing flercely. The former after receiving two 
shots each from the Ting-Yuen and Chen- 
Yuen, was enveloped in a cloud of white 
smoke, which lay heavily on the water and 
completey covered the ship. 

The Chinese vessels waited for the cloud 
to clear away and got their port guns 
ready, but before the Yoshima became visi- 
ble their fire was diverted by a Japanese 
vessel of the Matsusima type, which came 
on at a distance of 2,200 yards on the port 
quarter. The guns that were laid for the 
Yoshima were fired at the newcomer with 
the result that she began to return. 
Wietier these three Japanese ships re- 
ceive? mortal injury is uncertain. In the 
latter part of the battle the Chinese iron- 
clads ran shart of common shells and con- 
tinued the action with steel shot. This 
was effective, as the Japanese vessels had 
no armor. The two ironclads fired 197 


! rounds with twelve-inch guns and 23 


rounds with six-inch guns. 

About 4 o’clock the Ting-Yuen was badly 
on fire forward, the smoke impeding the 
working of the fore-turret. Before 5 
Oclock the Japanese had ceased firing and 
the distance between the fleets was rapidly 
increasing. 

Vessels Well Handled. 


In regard to the conclusions to be drawn 
from the battle it may be said that the 


Chinese battle ships proved formidable.. 


The Chinese ironclads stood the battering 
of the heavy quick-firing guns admirably. 
Their upper structures were severely dam- 
aged, but not a shot penetrated a vita! 
part. The barbette protection of the 
twelve-inch guns was most effective, very 
few men being wounded within the bar- 
bettes. The barbette turrets were as in- 
tact after the action as before. 

This fact, however, coupled with the fact 
that the six-inch guns at both ends of the 
ships, which were only slightly protected, 
were also undamaged, seems to indicate 
that the destructive effect was due to the 
enormous number of projectiles from the 
quick-firing guns rather than to the skilled 
direction of the shots. The maneuvering 
of the Japanese first division excited great 
admiration. Taking advantage of their 
speed: and the long range of their guns, 
they always kept at the distance that suit- 
them, maintaining perfect order

The Chairman of the Ways and Means 
Committee Entertained in England. 
London, September 27.—The London Cham- 

bef of Commerce gave g complimentary din- 

ner in the white rooms this evening to Hon. 

William L. Wilson, representative in the 

United States congress from West Virginia. 

Sir Albert Kaye-Rollitt presided and a hun- 

dred British and American guests were 

present, among them being Hon. J. Sterling 

Morton, United States secretary of agricul- 

ture; Congressman Isidor Strauss, of New 

York; Consul General Patrick A. Collins; 

Henry Kimber, member of parliament; An- 

drew D. Provard, member of parliament; 

David A. Thomas, member of parliament; 

Sir Courtney Boyle, permanent secretary 

of the board of trade; Mr. W. T. Thompson, 

treasurer of the Chamber of Commerce; 

President Brittan, of the Sheffield Chamber 

of Commerce; President Eastwood, of the 

Huddersfield Chamber of Commerce, and 

many other persons of note. 

The chairman read letters of regret at the 
absence of the directors of the Edinburgh 
and ether chambers of commerce, and in 
proposing a toast to the president of the 
United States, dwelt upon the excellent 
judgment shown in the selection of minis- 
ters chosen to represent the United States 
at the court of St. James. Great good had 
been done, he said, by such judicious ap- 
pointments as those of Lincoln, Lowell, 
Phelps and Bayard. The speech was heartily 
cheered. 

Following this was a toast to Mr. Wilson 
and the other Americans present, in pro- 
posing which the speaker referred to his 
visit to the United States, when he had 
wondered that with the advanced ideas of 
the Americans they had so long tolerated 

tariff. The making, of nations gerer- 


compared with which the period of seeking 
tariff reform in the United, States was 
extremely short. There was no reason, in 
his judgment, why the United States and 
Great Britain should not march abreast 
in the cause of freedom, with which tariff 
reform must be associated. When the ad- 
vantages of the system which Mr. Wilson 
had had a large share in introducing were 
fully ‘known, England and America would 
unite to honor him. (Cheers.) ‘Therefore, 
he asked the guests present to accord a 
special welcome to one of the authors of a 
tariff enabling freer trade in the United 
States and so substituting for the fluctua- 
tions which had been so disastrous to com- 
merce, sounder business relations which 
had benefited both countries. Production in 
England had been stimulated, while in the 
United States the consumer' would reap the 
advantage. (Cheers.) 
The Tarif? Battle. 

Mr. Wilson was loudly cheered as he arose 
to respond. He was heartily grateful, he 
said, for this manifestation of good will. 
Nothing less. than a full sense of the hon- 
or implied by the invitation of the chamber 
would have caused him to interrupt the 
rest he had sought by taking the ocean 
voyage and his too brief sojourn in this 
historic country. 

For ten years, he said, the United States 
had been the arena of one of the greatest 
political conflicts in the history of nations, 
and he was confident that the trowbles 
which they had now passed through haé 
given a momentum to a new era in the life 
of the United States and especially as to the 
position of the country towards the rest of 
the world. (Cheers.) 

As regards the aims and objects of the 
tariff reformers, he said, they were secking 
to emancipate the industries of the country. 
What he had to say might not be welcome 
to his hearers, but he would not be showing 
just appreciation of their hospitality un- 
less he spoke the whole truth with the ut- 
most frankness. In the reform contest they 
had steadily aimed, first, to reduce, with 
a view of their abolition, the taxes levied 
for the support of private industries and 
the establishment of a great principle—the 
government had no right to impose any tax 
except for the support of the gévernment; 


secondly, to free American industries from 


those burdens which had hitherto excluded 
them from the markets of the world. He 
was sure that he could call upon his hearers 
to rejoice at the accomplishment of tariff 
reform in the United States inasmuch as 
they approved sound principles more than 
they valued selfish advantage. (Hear! Hear! 
and laughter.) . 
Tearing Down the Wall. 


The protection principles of “the United 
States had built up defenses to keep the 
people of Great Britain and others from 
competing with their home market, but 
the tariff reformers are now tearing down 
these defenses in order to let themselves 
out so that they might compete with the 


British and other markets. The future would 


prove that the manufacturing industries of 
the world would go to the people who had 
the largest supply of basic materials and

Spear’s Hot Report. 

The report made by Mr. Spear, upon the 
examination conducted by him, was ad- 
dressed to Hon. Joseph S. James, United 
States attorney. It was not made to the 
comptroller of the currency, nor had the 
comptroller any direction of either Mr. 
Spear or his report. The comptroller, as 
correspondence, 
placed at the disposal of both everything 
which was requested. 

“Upon December 28th the United States 
attorney advised me ‘the expert accountant 
employed by me to examine into the affairs 
and make out a Yeport concerning this 
bank has just completed the same and 1 
have it on file in my office.’ A copy of 
that report did not reach the office of the 
comptroller until March 13th, when Exam- 
mer Escott, of this department, went to 
Cedartown to make an livestigation* zk the 
affairs of the recelvership. Under that date 
he forwarded to this Offite a copy of the 
report, making the following comment: 

“ “To give you a better idea of the manner 
in Which this bank was conducted, I en- 
close a copy of the report of an expert who 
was engaged in attemptnge to unravel the 
records for four months. The district at- 
torney is in possession of the full facts in 
this case and I have not thought it in my 
province to advise any further action.’ 

“Outside of the fact that it is the duty 
of the district attornéy to prosecute and 
follow up such matters and not the duty 
of the comptroller, and that the district 
attorney was in possession of every fact 
possible, in order, if the facts “warranted 
it to procure indictments, it must be evident 
to any one that the comptroller has done 
everything that could be expected of him; 
that he has not hindered an investigation. 
but has in every way aided it, and tha 
proper instructions were given by him to his 
assistants looking towards the indictment 
and prosecution of any whom the United 
States attorney might deem amenable to 
the law.

At the time 
Mr. Bunn left it was hoped that the affairs 
of the receivership might be speedily ad- 
justed, and the letter was left simply for 
information. 

“The great difficulty with this whole trust 
has arisen from the unbusiness-like meth- 
ods of the management during the life- 
time of the bank, and the petty jealousies 
and quarrels which have existed since its 
closing. Whatever was done during the 
life-time of the bank seems to have been 
done in the presence of and with the knowl- 
edge of the directors, who now disclaim any 
knowledge of certain transactions. 

“The first receiver, Mr. Barber, is a man 
| of undoubted integrity and evidently stands 

weli in his community, but he seems to 
lack decision and firmness, and to add to 
his troubles he persisted in acting entirely 
under the advice of his attorneys, of which 
he had seven, nearly all of whom were 
interested as stockholders in the bank 
and partisans in a bitter fight among the 
stockholders. 

“The aim of this office has been to se- 
cure to the creditors payment in full and to 
avoid an assessment upon the stock. That 
end will be accomplished speedily: What- 
ever criminal prosecutions, if any, there 
may be, depends upon the action of United 
States Attorney James, who is now and 
has been possessed of all the facts in the 
case from the suspension of the bank. If 
upon these facts he does not have indict- 
ments returned, it is no doubt because he 
believes that they do not warrant any 
such indictments ‘and that no convictions 
could follew. That is a matter for him to 
determine: and I have no doubt that his 
judgement will be correct.”

Cedartown, Ga., September 27.—(Special:) 
The trial of J. O. Hardwick, cashier of the 
defunct national bank, on several charges 
of forgefy, came to a sudden end today. 

Judge Sampson Harris sustained a de- 
murrér and threw the indictment. in the 
Dyar case out of court. Then Hardwick 
demanded immediate trial in the Hickman 
case, another in which he is charged with 
forgery. But the state’s counsel carried 
it over to the adjourned term. 

Hardwick and his counsel say this prac- 
tically ends thé matter. Though other 
cases may come to trial later, they say 
conviction on any of the counts is out of 
thé question; that Hardwick is only guilty 
of loose, bad management of the bank's 
affairs, which was unfortunate for him and 
all others connected with the bank, but noth- 
ing criminal nor dishonest was ever done 
by him, and the prosecution is merely per- 
secution. 


The grand jury has, however, just found 


another true bill for forgery in the Cedar- 
town Lumber Company note case. The 
former ‘indictment was quashed on Tues- 
day on account of irregularities in it, and 
the charges not being specific. This will 
go over to the adjourned term. 

The case today in which Judge Harris 
sustained the demurrer was that in which 
Hardwick gave two separate mortgages on 
his home, dating the one given last in ad- 
vance of the first. 

Judge Harris sustained the demurrer on 
the ground that the ante-dating of the 
second had no effect and could not possibly 
prejudice the first as charged in the bill of 
indictment. 

This action on the part of the court, 
and the settlement of the matter, at least 
for the present, has caused somewhat of 
a reversal of public sentiment here. Many 
who have heretofore believed Hardwick 


criminally guilty now look upon his ¢nan-~ 
grossly | 


agement of the bank as simply 
loose and bad. It seems to have been con- 
ducted largely in. the interest of certain 
individuals: and corporations composed 
largely of wind. When these collapsed the 
bank went down with them.

bad feeling. It has. stirred up the town 
as nothing else has ever, done, but it has 
taught it a lesson.

We urge upon you, therefore, to give 
the matter your immediate attention and 
see that all managers who have been fur- 
nished with these blanks are upon the scene 
of the election before the polls are opened.. 
The law of the state requires that the or- 
dinary in each county in the state should be 
furnished by the secretary of state with 
these printed blanks thirty days before 
the election. This law has been complied 
with, and each ordinary in the state was, 
on the ist day of September, furnished 
with these blanks. Notwithstanding this, 
however, the leaders of the populist party. 
at their oon expense, have printed these 
blanks and propose to use them. We see 
in this movement a double purpose: first, 
to practice fraud upon the vote of the 
people, and, secondly, to give color to 
contests over the result of the election, 
which must be deplored by every. good citi- 
zen as involving confusion: and hurt to the 


best interest of the state. This departure 


on the part of the populists from a practice 
so well established and regulated by law 


-demonstrates to what extremes that party 


is driven, and should of itself convince every 
reflecting citizeri of the necessity of an over- 
whelming democfatic majority. 

“Your attention ts directed in this connec- 
tion to section 1286 of the code of 1882, which

REPORT OF NEW INDUSTRIZGS 


Established in the South During the 
Last Three Months. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., September 27.—The 
Tradesman in its quarterly report for the 
three months ending September 30, 1894, of 
the new industries estabiished in the south- 
ern states, reports 520 industries incorpo- 
rated and organized in the south in the 
period named, against 454 in the third quar- 
ter of 1898; 597 in the third quarter of 1892, 
and 759 in the third quarter of 1891. 

It. shows, says The Tradesman, that the 
worst period of the depression occurred 
in the. summer of 1893, and taat there has 
been a distinct recovery, which is daily be- 
coming more marked. In the aggregate of 
new industries in the quarter just ended, 
Texas leads with 64, Georgia is second, 
with 55, North Carolina third, with 47, Vir- 
ginia 45, Alabama and Florida each 44, 
Tennessee 42, Arkansas 38, Louisiana 36, 
Kentucky. and West Virginia each 32, Mis- 
sissippi 24, South Carolina 17. 

The most noticeable feature of the ¢0m- 
pllation, says The Tradesman, is the fall- 
ing off in companies of a spetiulative nature 
and the steady increase in industries of a 
more useful character. In the third quar- 
ter of 1891, there were sixty land companies 
organized, against only thirteen in the past 
quarter. 

During the three months the new phos- 
phate industries in the south were increased 
by 12 companies; 7 in Florida; 2 in Tennes- 
see; 2 in ia and 1 in Virginia. Twen- 
ty-nine mining mpanies were organized; 
129 saw and planing mills, box factories 
and other woodwork ng 1 lants were organ- 
ized in the three months, Alabama leading 
with 19; Arkansas 16; Florida 15; Tennessee 
13; Mississippi 10. Forty-three flour and 
ee mills were established, North Caro- 
ina leading with 10; Kentucky and Texas 
6 each; Tennessee and Alabama 4 each, 
and the balance about equally distributed. 

The Tradesman calls especial attention 
to the substantial progress in the cotton 
mill industry in the south in the past quar- 
ter and .reports new establishments, 
against 22 in the corresponding period of 
1883. Georgia heads the list with 9; North 


fexas 4 each; Tennessee 3; Florida and 

ana 2 each, Arkansas, Kentucky and 
Virginia 1 each. There were 28 new elec- 
tric light plants established, against 17 for 
the same period of 1893, and were equally 
distributed over the south; 33 waterworks 
companies were formed against 27 in the 
same period last year; 24 foundries and 
machine shops were established in the 
three months; 15 cotton oil mills; 10 can- 
ning factories; 6 barrel factories; 8 brick 
and tile works, and 2 blast furnace com- 
panies were formed . notwithstanding the 
dullness in iron, besides 74 miscefManeous 
industries. 

The Tradesman adds that the reports 
from all sections of the south point to a 
substantial revival in manufacturing in- 
dustries, enlargement of old. plants and a 
very marked increase in orders. 


Review of the Record. 


Baltimore, Md., September 27.—The Manu- 
facturers’ Record in its weekly review of 
the industrial and railroad interests of the 
south says: | 

“Among the operations of northern cap- 
italists in the souta reported during the 
week, are the purchase of an important 
Florida railroad and 100,000 acres of adja- 
cent land by New York people; southern 
men have purchased large tracts of land 
in Tennessee and West Virginia tor mining 
purposes. New York lumber men have or- 
ganized a 3000, 000 company and purchased 
75,000 acres of land in western North Caro- 
lina, New railroads include 20 iles in 
North Carolina; 25 miles in Kentucky and 
45 miles in Virginia. The increaseg inter- 
est in immigration is shown by the forma- 
tion of several immigration companies. A 
New England cotton mill company has de- 
cided to build a $600,000 mill in Georgia; an- 
other company is now looking for a site for 
a ‘mill of about the same cost. Several 
western. bankers are looking for good loca- 
tions for four or five banks in the south.

In Mr. Alfred B. 3 “Cot- 
ton Facts” for 1893, he prints a state- 
ment of the cost of production of cotton 
from Colonel Lorenzo D. Hutchinson, of 
Harris county, a gentleman of promi- 
nence, who has been a successful cot- 
ton planter for forty years. Colonel 
Hutchinson’s statement was made in 
1892, and that year his cotton cost him 
7.08 a pound. Colonel Hutchinson farms 
on the intensive system, rotates his 
crops, and takes all thg short cuts to 
economy that intelligence and experi- 
ence have taught him, but it cost him 
in 1892 a little over 7 cents to raise a 
pound of cotton. He sold it for about 
9 cents. 

Now; what new process has been in- 
vented or discovered since 1892 to 
enable Colonel Hutchinson and other 
farmers to raise their cotton for less 
than 5 cents a pound? If the crop is 


to be marketed at a loss, how will that 


help the merchants and business men 
of this section?

some Wonders of Seed Vitality—The 
Fuarth's Other Motion. 

In the gardens adjoining the buildings of 
the London Horticultural Society are three 
raspberry canes which have a most won- 
derful history. They weré grown from 

seeds found in the stomach of a man who 

had been buried dt a depth of thirty feet in 
one of the many arrows, or old-time 
burial mounrs, in north Britain. From 
data furnished by the coins found with the 
skeleton it is believed that. the berries 
‘which furnished these seeds were eaten 
not less than 1,700 and probably 2,000 years 
ago, 
The Gardetiers’ Chronicle’ for 1848, page 
700, gives an account of several varieties 
of seeds whitch were foung in a Roman 
tomb, where.they had lain from 1,500 to 
2.000 years, and which burst into life and 
vigoro growth as soon as they were 
transferred to the warm, damp soil.

the other, that once in a given period of 
time each of the worlds turns 90 degrees. 
In the case of Our earth, as I have already 
stated, the period is once in each 20,93 
years, as near as it can be figured. 

“From present deflection, as ealculated by 
delicate instruments, showing the attraec- 
tive force at one of the poles and the re- 
pulsive or negative force at the «ther, we 


calculate that the last turn our planet made

High trees grow wp on each side 
and even in the daytime it ts a lonely 
and desolate spot. The blacksmith, who is 
a powerful man physically, had no fear of 
danger. He had traveled the road many 
times before and never thought of harm. 
Just as he reached the center of the 
place the blacksmith was startled at the 
sudden appearante of a large negro. Before 
he could have any opportunity to defend 
himself the barrel of a shining pistol was 
shoved in his face. The man wanted Mr. 
Brown's money and he told him so in such 
impressive language that the blacksmith 
lost no time in reaching down for his 
purse. The robber took charge of it and 
ordered his victim to move on. Under the 
circumstances Mr. Brown decided that this 
was the best thing to do and walked down 
the track at a rapid gait. He looked back 
once but the révolver was still pointed his 
way and he moved on.

And Applicants Are Waiting for Admis- 
sion— Routine Business Transacted at 
Yesterday’s Mee'in« of the Board.

It was the variety of subfects considered 
that furnished the «pice for yesterday af- 
ternoon’s meeting cf the board of educa- 
tion. 

The meeting was a raticr long one, and 
the proceedings were of not a little inter- 
est. Various matters affecting the welfare 
of the city’s schools were touched upon 
and promptly settled. 

The report of Superintendent Slaton was 
an able document and gave a clear idea of 
the situatiton in every school in the city 
as regards the crowded condition of the 
schools. Comprehensive statistics of the 
schools and the superintendent's office were 
also furnished. 

Among other things done was the grant- 
ing of further time to the building com- 
mittee to advertise for new bids for the 
Boys’ High school building. The deter- 
mination of the board to stick to the plan 
of Golucke & Stewart, already accepted 
and in the hands of Chairman Hendrix, 
was emphasized. The committee will, in 
its own good time, advertise for new bids. 

The Meeting in Detail. 

President David Beatie presided over the 
meeting. Of the board there were present 
Messrs. Hammond, Hendrix, Thomson, 
Kontz, Bray, Smith, Connally, Lowry, Cal- 
houn and English. 

It was the regular monthly meeting of 
the board and the usual routine was gone 
through. 

Superintendent Slaton presented his re- 
port for the month. It was the first one 
that he has made since the present term 
of school began, and it reviewed the open- 
ing and the work of the school up to the 
present time. The report says: 

Gentlemen—The month of September has 
been a busy one in the schools. The sud- 
den influx of new pupils and the return of 
very many who withdrew from school dur- 
ing the spring term, requires unusual dili- 
gence and discretion in the seating of ap- 
plicants. The following table, made up 
from the reports of the principals on last 
Friday, the end of the third week, presents 
the situation substantially as it now is:

“From this aggregate we find a total of 
9,628 seats in all the schools; the number 
of pupils seated, 8,681; number of appli- 
cants unseated, 1,109, of which 926 are ne- 
groes; of the 183 white people not seated, 
eighty-two have been transferred to schools 
not in their district, leaving the number 
still unseated 101, and the unseated children, 
both white and colored, are applicants for 
the lower grades. 

„Sixty-six non-resident pupils have been 
seated in the schools, for which the sum 
of $703.75 has been received for tuition and 
deposited with the treasurer of your board, 
vouchers for which are on file in this of- 
fice. In no case has a pupil been given a 
non-resident ticket when the seating of such 
pupil would deprive a resident of a seat; 
nor was any applicant given a ticket until 
sufficient time passed to allow all residents 
to be seated. 

The great anxiety of parents to seat little 
children under six years of age, caused 
quite a number of children of unlawful age 
in several of the first grades of the schools. 
There were so many children applying for 
first grade who could not be seated for 
want of room, that 1 felt it my duty to 
investigate the lower grades in all the 
schools to see whether or not there were 
children seated unlawfully. This investiga- 
tion resulted in the sending home of more 
than a score, and their places were prompt- 
ly filed by other applicants. 

“A request comes from the principals of 
the High schools that the money taken 
in for commencement be equally divided 
between the two schools, and that the same 


be appropriated to their respective libraries. 


In concluson it affords me pleasure to 
say that all the schools are in good condi- 
tion and doing good work. We have been 
honored with a visit during the past ten 
days by Dr. Rickoff, for many years the 
superintendent of schools in Cleveland, O., 
the author of Appleton’s readers and arith- 
metic, and he does us the honor to say 
that he finds no schools in the United 
States superior to ours, and in some partiou- 
lars ours surpass all. Respectfully,

No specimen should be ex- 
hibited except with a distinct, clear and 
comprehensive label, setting forth the facts 
of interest it is intended to represent. I 
was struck with the mineral exhibits made 
by New South Wales at the Chicago expo- 
sition. They were well labeled, strikingly 
placed and brought under a comprehensive 
system, and they reflected great credit on 
the management; while the Mexican miner- 
al exhibits were crude in the extreme, and 
presented nothing of value, either to the 
general visitor or to the technical man, 


that country, so full of mineral weaith. 
“The plan submitted by Dr. Day for a 
proper installation of the minerals of the 
south shculd,”’ continued Mr. Yeates, be 
accepted by every southern state, and co- 
operation in this matter will certalaly be 
the keynote to the most successful mineral 
exbibit ever made in this country. An ex- 
hib'tion of the same material yielded by 
each state, should be made in juxtaposition 
to show all the material of a kind, produc- 
ed by our southern states, and what each 
one produces. The intensity, as indicated 
by Dr. Day, might be snown by a series of 
cubes, as suggested, placed alongside of 
each state’s production—this, to show the 
amount of the mineral produced in the 


teresting feature can bé made, than the 
use to which these minerals can be put; and 
his suggesticn to show the products which 
each mineral is capable of yieldirg along 
with the raw material, would be an element 
of best classification. What the people 
mest wish to know is what use their miner- 
al material may be put to, in order to real- 
ize financial benefit, and I know of no bet- 
ter means of educating them than by mak- 


the manufactured product, side by side, ac- 
companied by suitable labels. 

“I consider the preservation of the au- 
tonomy of the states as most desirable—in 
fact. an absolute necessity; and I could 
sanction no plan which would cause the 
identity of each staté’s product to be lost 
in a system of centralization. For this rea- 
scn the plan submitted by Professor Clarke, 
referred to in Dr. Day’s letter, seems to me 
the best for the exhibition of the minerals 
of the southern states. It is briefly stated 
to be a rectangular space of sufficient size. 
Civided into strips extending across the 
whole space, a strip to be devoted to each 
state, and the same minerals from the sev- 
eral states, to fall in line, so as to be stu- 
died from a technical standpoint. There 
are apparent objections to this, in that such 
a display, strictly carried out, would require 
a very large amount of space, much of 


the same production in the case of a few 
minerals, yet in others only a few of the 
same kind could be displayed. How this 
vacant space may be filled and yet pre- 
serve the system js a matter which will 
require some study; but I believe the gen- 
tlemen who have the matter in hand will be 
atundantly able to handle the problem. 
We should bear in mind that no system 
that can be devised will be absolutely per- 
fect, and we must accept that which seems 
to be best. 

„In all this matter, it will give me great 
pleasure to co-operate with Dr. Day, whom 
the directors of the exposition have placed 
in charge of its miceral exhibits, and if 


eral resources, and the exhibit be placed in 
my charge as state geologist, I think the 
people’s best interests will be served in fol- 
lowing the plan of systematic concentration 
suggested by Professor Clarke.” 


As to Georgia’s Exhibit. 


“As to whether Georgia should make an 
exhibit at this, the greatest exposition ever 
held within its borders, there can be no 
question,” continued Professor Yeates. 
“There is a stror z effort being made by 
the leading men of the south, most prom- 
inent among whom is our own governor, 
to induce immigration of good people into 
our sunny clime to fill up and cultivate 
its waste places and to induce capital to 
invest in southern industries, so that our 
natural resources may become sources of 
wealth. From the numbers of letters that 
are continually received at the office of the 
state geologist, asking for information with 
regard to the various kinds of mineral 
property in the state, it is quite evident 
that northern and western, and even Eng- 
lish capital, is seeking investment in this, 
the Empire State of the South. Georgia 
has the reputation, in the north and west, 
of being the most progressive southern 
state; but it was a serious blow to. her rep- 
utation that, of all the states in the union, 
Georgia and a small western state were the 
only two which were not represented at 
the world’s Columbian exposition. I have 
understood that the argument which pre- 
vented an exhibit of Georgia’s resources 
at the exposition was that the constitution 
of the state did not permit of the expendi- 
ture of money for such a purpose. This can- 
not be an argument against an appropria- 
tion for the display of Georgia’s resources 
at the Cotton States and International ex- 
position; for, in the law reviving the geo- 
logical survey of Georgia provision is made 
for the collection of minerals, rocks, fossils 
and ores to establish a state museum. I 
have been informed that some of the most 
astute lawyers of the state have looked into 
the matter and find that there is practically 
nothing in the law that will prevent the 
state’s making a liberal appropriation for 
a display of its resources at the exposition. 
Surely an appropriation could be made 
through the agricuitural department, the 
department of education and the geolog- 
ical survey, by adding to the general ap- 
propriations such sums as the legislature, 
in its judgment, might see fit to devote to 
this purpose. All these exhibits which will 
be made by the state at the exposition 
would form the nucleus of a magnificent 
state museum, to whic. could be added 
much valuable material which other ex- 
hibitors might be induced to contribute to 
this museum. Nearly all the states in the 
union have state museums where their 
mineral and agricultural resources are dis- 
played, not only for the education of the 
people, but to interest investors; and Geor- 
gia should not be behind in this matter. 
There is hardly a state in the south whose 
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museums are also highly efficient in this 
particular; and, as they are more perma- 
nent and more attention is given to the 
subject of installati n, they excel exposi- 
tions in some educational features. 

“It is to be hoped that che great fadli- 
ties offered by this exposition will meet 
with the hearty co-operation of the people 
of our state, and that Georgia may have 
reason to roud of the part she takes 
in this matter,’

He Was Arrested by One of His 
Backers, 

Inventors have poets’ luck. One of them 
was carried into a justice’s court yesterday 
because of his efforts to push a startling in- 
vention for propelling a buggy without a 
horse. 

The inventor was Joe Reyno'ds, who is 
charged with cheating and swindling by 
W. H. Smith. It was postponed by Judge 
Perkerson by consent of all parties con- 
cerned until next Monday. 

The case will be quite an interesting one, 
and a number of people are interested in 
its outcome. It arose from some trouble 
over an invention of Reynolds in which 
Smith owns an interest. 

Joe Reynolds is a young man who moved 
to Atlanta from Athens some five or six 
years ago. He is an electrician by trade, 
and is said to be well up in this mysterious 
force. Being of an inventive turn of mind, 
Reynolds began to experiment with elec- 
tricity and finally decided that it could be 
used to propel a buggy without the aid 
of a horse and that it could be used to 
light houses at a much less cost than it 
can now be had for. 

Arriving at this decision, Reynolds set 
about inventing a battery which would 
meet these requirements. When he got the 
work well under way he décided to sell to 
other parties an interest in the invention, 
which was not as yet completed. 

He succeeded in interesting a number of 
Atlanta gentlemen in the invention, and is 
said to have sold about $1,000 worth of 
stock in it. Among others who purchased 
stock in the invention was Mr. W. H. 
Smith, the prosecutor in the case for cheat- 
ing and swindling. 

Time passed and still the invention was 
not perfected. Some of the stockholders be- 
gan to get uneasy and wanted to sell out.

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There Are Seventy Jail Cases to Be 8 


Tried Next Mont. 
ALL IN THE CRIMINAL SUPERIOR COURT 


Besides These There Are Plenty of Bond 
Cases on the Docket—<Acting Solicitor 
Monaghan Prepares a List. 

There are now in Fulton county’s crowd- 
ed, unhealthy jail seventy prisoners await- 
ing a trial at the fail term of the criminal 


superior court, which does not convene un- 


til the fourth Monday of next month. 
Besides these jail cases there are what 
is known as the bond cases, which will 
number nearly as many, if not more, and 
all of these will keep the court, when it 
is called to order, in full blast for several 


months. 

In the meantime these prisoners, more 
than half a hundred, will lie im jail and 
await an opportunity for trial, which 
they are seeking, many of them, in order 
to get away from the jail—to the peniten- 
tiary, to the chaingang, anywhere. 

These seventy prisoners is simply the 


number that is docketed for the fall term 
of the superior criminal court—there are 
others. Included in this number are five 
murder cases, two for rape, eight for for- 
gery, eight for larceny after trust, twenty- 
eight forburglary, ten for assault with in- 
tent to murder, two for robbery, two for 
misdemeanor, and others for such as em- 
bezzlement, larceny from the house, àas- 
sault to rape and car breaking.

Mr. Foote took occasion to remark, looking 
around at us three appointee’, jocularly: 

‘*“Governer, you have taken a strange 
way to show this tion of yours in 
choosing us three, one of us being a firm 
Quaker, another a strict Presbyterian, 
while the third is @ free*thinking German, 
and all being strong adherents to dur po- 
litical parties.’ 

Governor Chase simply replied: 

I think I know you in this respect a 
little better than you know yourself.’ ” 

This commission visitéd all the reform in- 
stitutions in the union, but to all ot them 
Mr. Reemelin found the objection that they 
retained too much the ea of prison 
houses. Finally he suggegted to Governor 
Chase and his colleagues that he had a re- 
collection of some institutes in Furope: 
that if given the introduction of a commis- 
sion he would go t6 at his own ex- 
pense, where he wotld secure such infor- 
mation as he could, and that he would not 
be offended if thése acting with him should, 
finally reject the result of all his labors: 
The commission was issued, and Mr. Ree- 
melin went to Europe. 

The Plan Found. 

“I visited,” says the venerable gentleman, 
“the institutions in England, France, Ger- 
many and Switzerland, and then made my 
ways rt in the fail of 1855. 

Allow me now to recall the conditions on 
which I started for Europe. I found in 
Mettrey, France, the very institution 2 
vas floating in my mind, in successful o 
ation. I saw thé absence df fall eireum 2 
lation, and of all p¥ison-like ulldings as 
well as suspicious: watching of the inmates 
by the officials was the na pee eke of the 
views | had expressed, and were 
proceedings which 1 feared would be ob- 
jectionable to my colleagues. I saw ** 
wards my favorable i such 
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people awakening to the grave responsibility 
resting upon their shoulders. The necessity 
of a reform school has received many 
strong endorseménts. The probable cost I 
hope may not be misunderstood. Horace 
Mann, once asked if he thought $5,000 ‘too 
much to pay for the reformation of a boy,’ 
replied, ‘Not if it is my boy.’ 

“Let us see if it is cheaper to try to 
reform a boy than let him go on and finally 
take charge of him in stripés—which plan 
will better humanity at large. 

„The Ohio industrial school was started 
on a very small scale. One or two log 
buildings in 1858, with only twelve boys 
taken from the Cincinnati house of refuge, 
constituted what has since grown to b 
the finest and best equipped reformatory 
in the world. It is situated on a farm of 
1,210 =cres, six miles south of Lancaster. 
The state has, from tie to time, made 
numerous appropriations fer the erection 
of good, substantial ‘family’ buildings. 

„In those ‘family’ buildings are placed for- 
ty or fifty juvenile wards of the state; 
the basementS are used for toilet, 
being . Suitably arranged for the purpose; 
the boys being taught by precept as well 
as by example that cleanliness is next to 
godliness. With their faces and handg 
clean, their hair combed, their clothes well 
brushéd and in good repair, and shoes clean 
they enter the first floor, their schoolroom, 
ii thé day, and the sitting room during 
the evening. These schoolrooms are fitted 


up with modern school furniture, including | 


an organ. The buildings, as in all institu- 
tions, are models of neatness. School is 
held in the buildings one-half a day; the 
other half they work at their Various 
trades. The second story is used as their 
dormitory, containing Bingié beds, strupu- 
lously white and clean, ench bed being 
made by its own occupant. Connected 
with each building is a large playground 
for recreation, & conducive to gobd health. 
Two rooms on the first and second floors 
are used by the officer and his wife (the 
teacher), Whos have pole chargé of these 
boys while at home in the building. 

‘There are nine such family buildings 
iin the telith being built. Another very 
much larger family building oer from 
the rest, ¢ontains the small ictom- 
modates About 125 to 150. I was goo first 
teacher placed in charge of these small 
boys. In every department of family, trade 
and school, officer and boy alike, are in- 

spired to excel in neatness, accuracy and 
discipline: They dress in u pretty uhiforni, 
consisting Df & blue coat, gray jeans pants 
and a neat military cap.

A large knitting department 
furnishes socks, besides selling large quan- 
tities. A first-¢lass baker, with his large 
force, furnishes all the bread arid pastry. 
A good cook directs a force in the kitchen 
giving to the many boys good; wholesome 
food. Competent men superintend large 
forces in carpentering, blacksmithing, fruit 
and vine culture, telegraphy, phonography 
and many other trades; the greater number 
working out on the farm. 

“That institution has, as many other simi- 
lar ones, steadily grown on its grand mis- 
sion of saving waywara boys and fitting 
them for useful lives, dismissing tnose who 
have won their ‘honors’ by good conduct, 
going out into the world with a good trade, 
a fair education and a well disciplined mind. 

J could name many good, well Known 
e.tizens holding positions of trust, high in 
the estimation of their fellow men, known 
for their integrity and thoroughness in 
business, men who have been honored by 
the people with good offices, all of whom 
owe their start to their early training in 
that institution. Such good influence 
as that will be feilt throughout these United 
States for generations to come. 

“Many boys of good parentage voluntarily 
avail themselves of the advantages furn- 
ished by this industrial school, such pupils 
paying their own way of course, 

“A widow not long ago said: ‘I don’t 
know “what I will do with my son, Charles. 
He won't go to school; he thinks he is too 
large to obey me any more; he roams the 
streets and has fallen into bad company.

As soon as the first brick was placed in 


lady a score or more of workmen moved 
forward and the work of paving Pryor 
street began. 
The work commenced at the junction 
of Mitchell street on the east side of the 
street car track and at 6 o'eleck im the 
afternoon over one hundred feet of paving 
hail been laid. 
The bricks are laid, on ein inches of 
Goncfete and two inches of sand They 
will afterwards be leveled with a five ton 
roller and treated to a coat of piteh, which 
will render the pavemént as hard and 
smooth as 4 stone floor. 
The work om Pryor has not progressed as 
rapidly as was expected. This was due 
to several drawbacks. The heavy storms 
have delayed the work to a considerable 
extent and in many instances a change of 
grade has been necessary. 
The contractors, however, are now awalite 
ing with anxiety the decision of the street 
railroad committee of the council as to the 
kind of street car rails to be used. 
This committee will meet this afternoon. 
and take some definite action on the sub 
ject. 
The paving company is strongly averse to 
the use of the T rail, which, it is under- 
stood, the Consolidated Street Rallkway 
Company wants adopted. 
They say that it will not be possible to do 
A thoroughly satisfactory job af paving 
with this rail, ag the bricks cannot be 
laid close to the tracks without kicking 
up under usage. 
The contractors want the Johnson rail 
adopted. is has a groove for the flange 


to be laid on a perfect level with the 
rails. 
This rafl is in use on Pryor street as far 
as Garnett, and paving will ge on to that 
point as rapidly as the work can be done; 
The grading has been completed as far 
@s Rawson Street; and matérial for paving 
is placed up for a mile ahead of the 
workmen. Only the block btween Mitchell 
street and Trinity avenue will de fully 
paved at present, however. This is due to 
the fact that the telephone conduit between 
Trinity avenue and Garnett street will have 
to be lowered. 

Mr. John R, Rogers, the tofemun. says the 
work will be pushed forward with all pos- 
sible dispatch. He thinks that his present 
force of workmen can lay a block a week. 
All day yesterday a large crowd was con- 
gregated on both sides of-the street and 
watched the progress of the work with 
keen interest. 2

Claims to Have Discovered Mrs. Abbott’s 
Secret—The Stir Created in Gotham 
dy the Little Georgia Woman. 


“The Georgia Magnet,” Mrs. Annie Ab- 
bott. of Milledgeville, Ga., well known in 
Atlanta, having frequently appeared here, 


has been the sensation in New York for 


ten days past. 

She will be readily recalled as the fran 
little lady who appeared at DeGive’s Mari- 
etta street theater about eight months ago 
and performed what were regarded as won- 
derful feats.

She went to New York quite recently and 
has set the metropolis wild. Her perform- 
ance attracted the attention of learned sci- 
ertists who could not, explain the wonderful 
magnetism she seemed to possess and all 
Gotham was puzzled. The papers had col- 
umn after column telling of what she did, 
ell highly embellished with pictures. 

But it seems that revelations made by 
Nellie Bly, the famous newspaper woman, 
have explained the sensation that Mrs. Ab- 
bott has caused. At least Nellie claims 
that she is in the secret, and in a five-col- 
umn article she pretends to tell what she 
has found out.
